John Gregory Brown of the famous finan- 
ciers, Brown Bros. of New York, who have 
gobbled all the street na@ilways in St. Louis 
except a piece of road here and there, is in 
St. Louis, inspecting the property which 
the firm recently bought. 

Mr. Brown came to ft®wn Monday morn- 
ing. Charles Hodgman of Whittaker & 
Hodgman, brokers, supposed owners of the 
Lindell stock, gave it out Tuesday that 


Mr. Brown “left for California Monday 
night.’’ 

Mr. Brown spent Mentlay inspecting the 
Union Depot line, whichihe and his brother 
purchased for 34,000u,008 some time ago. 
There were councils ofsra.iway magnates 
at James Camypoell’s Dffice ‘‘uesaay at 
which Mr. Brown was ptesent. 

It is conject tured that the specific purpose 
of Mr. Brown’s visit is to determine posi- 
tively by a personal investigation of con- 
ditions here, whetiner to buy up the entire 
city’s street railway system or leave a few 
miies of track for somebody eise to operate. 

The brothers now contro] more street 
railway property than Was ever owned by 
one corporation tn St. Louis. They have not 
come into possession of the Lindell system, 
but will on or before July 1 unless they 
unload it. The road was purchased by the 
brothers Jan. 21 for §$2,500.000. The stock 
was sold at $170 per share. The purchasers 
paid $380 per share as earnest money, which 
was deposited with the certificates in the 
hands of the Union Trust Co. The balance 
of the money is payable July 1. 

The Missouri Railroad Co., including the 
Olive st. cable, Laclede av. electric and 
the Forest Park and Fourth st. line, was 
purchased at about the same time. Tue 
purchase price was approximately $2, 300,00. 
The stock was sold at $992.50 per share and 
$30 earnest money on each share was de- 
posited with the Union Trust Co. The bal-

| Snowbound Train.

CHBYBHNNE, Wyo., March 7.—Telegraphic 
communication was established yesterday 
with Supt. Rasback, in charge of the Chey- 
enne & Northern train which has been 
snowed in at Iron Mountain, 50 miles from 
here, for the past seven days. 

Hie reports that 49 persons, trainmen and 
passengers, had been living several days, 
until Sunday morning, on beans and cof- 
fee. Sunday two range steers were cap- 
tured and killed and the danger of star- 
vation averted, 

Iron Mountain ie simply 
several ranches in the vicinity. he 
ers were short of supplies and would care 
only for the women passengers, five in 


number. 

Seven passengers left the train Friday, 
when the prospects for securing food were 
Slender, and walked into Cheyenne. !Three 
of them, John McDermott of the State 
Legislature and John and George Foxton, 
reached here Sunday. They had walked 
3> miles and hired a rancnhman to obr:ing 
them the remainder os the distance. 

They reported the passengers and tra!n- 
men remaining with ‘the train in a pitiable 
condition thiough lack of food and ,the 
loss of sleep, and a relief train was at once 
made up and sent out with provisions and 
several hundred shovelers. 

The train proceeded 20 miles 
forced to return, the deep cuts being frozen 
solid with ice and snow. Four of the party 
who left the train Friday reached here 
Sunday after a perilous trip. * They had 
wandered from the track in a blizzard 
Saturday night and were lost on the prairie 
all the night. They were found Sunday 
by a ranchman when they were about to 
g.ve up the fight against the storm. All 
are badly frost- bitten,

DEFENDANTS ARE NERVOUS. 


City Register Besch and Sprinkling Su- 
perintendent Reichmann on Trial 
for Padding the Pay Rolls, 


The taking of evidence in the case of 
City Register Henry Besch and Sprinkling 
Superintendent George Reichmann began 
Tuesday forenoon before Judge Talty in 
the Criminal Division of the Circuit Court. 

The lawyers took much time preparing 
their challenges. It was 11 o'clock when 
court convenued. The jury selected Was as 
follows: 

Michael Abrams, William Ahrens, Dan- 
lel Early, Jr., Kilpatrick Finan, Freder- 
ick Goggins, William Hageman, Gustave T.

Register Besch sat behind his lawyer, C. 
Orrick Bishop. He took keen interest in 
the proceedings. Hie showed nervoueness 
by frequently changing his attitude strok- 
ing his head and ‘jigging’ his foot. 

Raichmann, who sat opposite him, was 
more calm, but wore a very anxious ex- 
pression. 

In his address to the jury, Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Jephtha Howe stated 
that the facts the State would attempt to 
prove would differ inone particularfromthe 
allegations in the indictmenr The indict- 
ment set up that “Fred Mueller’ had never 
been appointed and qualified. He found on 
investigation that a man giving the name 
of Fred Mueller did qualify, March 14, 1896, 
but it would be shown that the man had 
not rendered the service for which money 
had been paid by the city. 

Charles P, Mason, chief deputy in the of- 
fice of City Auditor Isaac M. Mason, was 
the first witness. He produced the pay- 
rolls of the Sprinkling Department from 
April to November, 1896. 

Attorney Bishop made many objections, 
but the Court overruled them. 

Mr. Mason said he could not identify the 
signatures of Besch and Reichmann. 

A voucher for $2) for the keep of the 
horse and buggy of F. Mueller for April, 
1896, was introduced. To it was attached 
the voucher and an order from Mueller for 
it to be paid to another. 

Mr. Mason said he had never seen Muel- 
ler sign his name, and could not identify 
his signature. 

City Paymaster Nieman, testifying from 
the payroll for April, 1896, swore that 
Henry Besch signed it opposite the name of 
EF. Mueller. He could not swear that he 
had paid Besch the $83.33 that particular 
month, but had done so gwice between 
April and November, 1896. 

“Kred Mueller’ was found 
again. Attorney Howe said Tuesday 
no trace of him had been found, and he 
would go ahead and try and win the case 
without him. There is a strong suspicion 
that the defense will put Mueller on the 
stand,

Circuit Attorney Theodore C. Eggers filed 

suits late Monday afternoon against 96 dif- 

ferent corporations which, he alleged, had 
not complied with the anti-trust law of 

Missouri. He asks that he be allowed to 

recover $1,000 penalty from each of them,

The provision of the anti-trust law under 
which these suits were brought is that 
which makes it obligatory on all corpora- 
tions in Missouri to supply the Secretary of 
State. upon his demand, with a statement 
as to whether or not they are connected 
with any trust. The penalty for failure to 
comply with this demand is $100 a day as 
long as the delinquency shall last and, upon 
the showing of the Gircuit Attormey; the 
charter of the defaulting corporation may 
be declared forfeited. In each of the cases 


/upon which Mr. Eggers sues the period of 


the delinquency is fixed at 10 Vays and the 
Altogether the 9% suits in- 
volve $96,000, 

But the sults never proceed arty farther 
than the filing room. In only tWwo cases 
have judgments been awarded on the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s showing. One of those is 
now pending in the Supreme Court on a 
constitutional issue, and the other was set 
aside within three days after it wus entered 
of record, When suits are entered against 
the delinquent corporations, they proceed 
immediately to comply with the law and the 
proceedings against them are dismissed at 
their costs. They are never required to 
pay the penalty asked for by way of settle- 
ment. 

The Secretary of State only requires state- 
mens from corporations under the anti- 
trust law once every year, and the demand

THE BRIBERY INVESTIGATION. 


Suit Has Been Brought Against tne 
American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany for $56,000. 


OCOLUNBUS, O., March 7.—The fight so 
ably conducted against the trusts by At- 
torney-General Monett goes on. Suit has 
been brought against the American Sugar 
Refining Company to recover $56,000 penalty 
for the alleged failure of the trust to file a 
certificate with the. State authorities by 
which the Secretary of State may deter- 
mine the proportion of the trust's capital 
stock on which to levy the statutory as- 
sessment of one-tenth of l-per cent. The 
penalty for this failure ts $1000 a month. 
The company is alleged to have neglected 
complying with the law for 56 months. 

Attorney-General Monnett will ask the 
State Supremne Court to investigate the al- 
leged attempt to bribe him in the interests 
of the Standard Oil Company. Until the 
investigation begins the Attorney-General 
will not discuss the affair. He refuses to 
give at this time the names of the Cleve- 
— and New York men in the transac- 
tion. 

He evidently does not expect the Standard 
Oil Company to seek to clear itseif cf the 
charge of attempt at bribery but looks for 
its attorneys to deny the charges in toto. 
When asked if this had been the only at- 
tempt to bribe him in the same relation, 
Mr. Monett smiled and said he must not 
talk further. 


REGULARS ARE ENOUGH. 


The President Will Not Organize a 
Provisional Army. 
WASHINGTON, March 7.—President Me- 
Kinley has decided not to avail himself of 
the authority granted by the compromise 
army bill to organize a provisional army 


of 35,000 volunteers. 

After consulting with officials of the War 
Department the President has decided that, 
in view of the present favorable outlook 
in Cuba and the prospect of a complete sup- 
pression of the Philippire insurrection at 
an early day, it will not be necessary after 
the present volunteer forces have been mus- 
tered out. have more than the 65,000 men 
allowed for the regular army until July 
1, 1901. 

It is also his purpose to expedite the with- 
drawal of volunteers from Cuba and the 
Philippines as rapidly as possible and mus- 
ter chem out of the service. AN the vol- 
unteers are to be brought home from Cu- 
ba without delay and those in the Philip- 
pines will be brought home as soon as 
enough regulars can be sent out to take 
their places. 

The President will have authority under 
the law to appoint volunteer general offi- 
cers and volunteer staff officers in suffi- 
cient number for the 65,000 regulars. If sub- 
sequent developments show the necessity 
for more men the President will then exer- 
cise his power to enlist all or part of the

The War Department Will Compile a 


Photographic History. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—The ‘War De- 
partment has undertaken the compilation 
of a novel volume, a photographic history 
of the war with Spain. It has addressed a 
circular letter to all the officers in the 
service asking them to contribute such 
prints, films or negatives as they may have 
in their possession, promising to return the 
articles in good condition. It further asks 
all officers to report the names of such 
persons, as to their knowledge, carried 
cameras in the regions of active operations, 
so that their aid may be sought in compiling 
the volume, The desire of the department, 
as announced in the circular, “is to produce 
in a single volume, every obtainable picture 
and photograph bearing on this subject.” 

Due credit will be given in the volume 
to all contributors.

"In the performance of this duty the com- 
missioners are enjoined to meet at the 
earliest possible day in the City of Manila 
and to anmounce by a public proclamation 
their presence and the mission intrusted to 
them, carefully setting forth that, while 
the military government already pro- 
claimed ig to be maintained and continued 
80 long as necessity may require, efforts 
will be made to glleviate the burden of tax- 
ation, to establish industrial and commer- 
clal prosperity and to provide for the safe- 
ty of persons and of property by such 
means as may be found conducive to these 
emis. 

“The commissioners will endeavor, with- 

out interference with the military authori- 
tiles of the United States now in contro! of 
the Philippines, to ascertain what amelior-

of local government, the administration of 
justice, the collection of customs and other 
taxes, the means of transportation and the 
need of public improvements. 
“They will report through the State De- 
partment, according to the forms custom- 
ary or thereafter prescribed for transmit- 
ting ard preserving such communications, 
the results of their observations and refilec- 
tion nd will recommend such executive 
actioiW”as may from time to time seem to 
the fise and useful. 

, * commissioners are hereby author- 
ized to confer authoritatively with any 
persons resident in the islands from whom 
they may believe themselves able to Zerive 
information or suggestions valuable for the 
purposes of their commission or whom they 
may choose to employ as agents as may be 
necessary for this purpose.

WOMAN’S STORY OF CRUELTY. 


Mrs. Fitch Said Her Husband Tried to 
Kill Her Because She Wanted 
Money to Buy Coal. 


Tom Fitch was fined $2 and sent to the 
Workhouse Tucgsiay morning by Judge Pea- 
body for wife-beating. 

Fitch is nearly 30 years old. He wore a 
battered hat and dirty clothes, a long 
matted beard, and his hair was unkempt.

| 
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WOOL GOING HIGHER 


FORMATION OF THE TRUST TO 
CAUSE RAISE OF PRICES. 


NOT FOR A TIME, HOWEVER. 


Country at Present Is Overstocked by 
the Anticipatory Imports of 
Last Year. 


NEW YORK, March 7.—The formation of 
the American Woolen Co., with a capital 
stock of about $50,000,000, for the avowed 
purpose of controlling or regulating the 
manufacture of woolens in this country, 
has interested the merchants of the dry 
goods district of this city and set them 
talking about the new combination of mills, 
Several of them say that the reporte indi- 
cate that most of the large companies en- 
gaged in the manufacture of woolens are 
taking stock in the new company and that 


the smaller manufacturers probably will be 
compelled to join in the movement for their 
Own protection because the new company 
will be able to make the price for domestic 
wools. 

The new companies which united last 
Thursday to organize the American Woolen 
Co. own about 5000 of the 75.000 woolen 
looms in the country, but their relations 
With other companies are such as to make 
them sure that the combination will have 
gseneral support in the trade. 

No immediate advance in the price of 
woolens may be expected on account of the 
formation of the new company, the New 
York merchants say, because there is yet 
an enormous stock of imported woolens on 
the American market. The rush to take 
advantage of the lew duties on imported 
woolens before the Dingley tariff law went 
into effect was so great that the market 
was largely overstocked, while the Amer- 
ican mills continued to manufacture wooi- 
ens in excess of the demand. The result 
has been to make the price of woolens in 
the American market extremely low. Cloth-- 
ing of the best material has never been 
cheaper in this country than at the present 
time. To Lmit the manufacture of domes- 
tic woolens so that it shall not exceed the 
demands of the markets is declared to be 
the main purpose of the new combination 
of capital and that will mean the running 
of some of the mills on .balf time and less, 
pay for many thousands of operatives. 

The details of organization have not been 
completed yet, and those interested in the 
combination in this city say that it has not 
been _ sya in what State the new com- 
pany is to be incorporated. Frederick 
Ayer of ‘Lowell, Mass., who is the chief 
owner of the Washington mills at Lawrence, 
will be the president of the company, and 
the treasurer will be William M. Wood of 
Boston, who is treasurer of the Washing- 
ton Mills Co. A, J. Juflllard of this city 
has been spoken of as a possible selling 
agent of the country. ‘Mr. Juilliard is out 
of the city, but a representative of his firm 
gays that he probably will not be an officer 
in the new company. J. C. Woodhull will 
probably be the selling agent and the com- 
pany probably will sell all goods from the 
mills it controls direct and not through the 
commission houses. 

It is said that the Guaranty Trust Co., 
in the Mutual Life Building, is underwriting 
the proposed consolidation and that Kid- 
der, Peabody & Co., the Boston bankers, 
are also intefested in financing the new 
company, 


OPPOSE BRITISH ALLIANCE. 


Chicago German-Americans' Will Hold 
a Mass Meeting. 

March %.—A monster mass 
meeting of German-Americans to protest 
against an alliance the United States 
with England, or any other power, will be 
held in the near future, and the Auditorium 
will probably be chosen as the hall. Dele- 
gates from more than one hundred German 
organizations of Chicago Turner, literary, 
secret, beneficial and religious societies, 
with a combined mémbership of 50,000, met 
in Jung’s Hal] and after speechos a com- 
mittee was appointed to arrange for the 
mass meeting. The speakers urged that 
Germany had been grossly misrepreseated 
when it was said that she was hostile to 
this country. England’s jealousy of Ger- 
many in obtaining a firm hold on the 
hearts of the American people was ad- 
vanced as an argument for her present al- 
leged efforts at disparagement of the fa- 
therland. 

An interesting feature of the meeting was 
the presence of John F. Finerty, Judges 
Giboons and Dunne and other prominent 
lrish-Americans, who came age fellow work- 
ers in the cause of discouraging foreign 
entanglements, especially British. 

Judges Dunne and Gibbons and John F. 
Finerty were called upon to address the 
meeting. Their remarks were greeted with 
hearty enthusiasm, 

Judge Gibbons declared the best interests 
of this country would be subserved by it 
fighting its own battles and that it should 
ask no help from any foreign power.

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PREACHERS EAST AND WEST 
CRITICISE THE CHURCH. 


IS THE BIBLE INFALLIBLE? 


Old Question Brought Up by Method- 
ists and “Churchianity” Op- 
posed by a Lutheran. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

QUINCY, Ill., March 7.—The Rev. H. A. 
Ott, pastor of the Luther Memorial Church, 
last Sunday addressed a large audience on 
“Churchianity vs. Christianity.” The sub- 
ject of the discourse was based upon Mat- 
thew 7:21, ‘“‘Not everyone that gaith unto 
me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 


dom of heaven; but he that doeth the will 
of My Father, which is in heaven.” 

This passage, he said, divides men in two 
classes; those who are entitled to enter 
the kingdom, and those who seek but are 
not able to be admitted. These two classes 
often sit side by side and in the same pew, 
and, as a rule, we are not able to tell them 
apart. Many people are attached to the 
ehurch simply as a social organization; 
they are not deeply attached to Christ. 
They are churchmen but not Christmen. 
rhrough them the chureh becomes secular- 
ized and the divine element evaporates. A 
revolution would be worked in any church 
if this class should become as Christly as 
they are churchly. 

It was the churchianity of the Scribes 
and Pharisees that crucified Christ. It was 
the churchianity of those who went 
through the forms and ceremonies and 
called it religion. They rebelled against the 
spiritual teachings of Jesus. 

Genuine Christianity makes war upon the 
world; churchianity is at peace with it. 
Live Christianity is in the front ranks. 
It opposed slavery; churchianity defended 
it. Churchianity is not now willing to op- 
pose the liquor traffic. Christianity sees 
in woman an angel of lieht and wishes tu 
enlarge ‘her sphere. Churchianity holds 
back and flings all it can in the face of 
woman. It says let woman keep silent. 

‘Monopoly heaps up the necessities of life 
together in order to sell them at high 
prices. Churchianity acquiesces. Chris- 
tianity cries out in protest and says, why 
this greed? It rebels against the iil gotten 
gains of those who take advantage of their 
fellow beings. How often do these capi- 
talists pose as philanthropists and founders 
of colleges and asylums. How well does 
the text apply to them. 

“I passed through the State of Ohio re- 
cently,” said the speaker, “and saw im- 
mense tanks all over the State which were 
filled with refined oil at a cost of 20 cents a 
barrel. Itis put on the market and sold for 
20 cents a gallon. The man who does that 
Sives $5,000,000 to the University of Chi- 
cago. I don’t imagine that John D. Rocke- 
half as many stars in 
heaven as he thinks for if he gets there at 
all and likewise with others who trample 
the poor under their feet. 

“Wealth comes into churchesfand secu- 
larizes them. Three or four rich men often 
belong to a church, pay half the minister’s 
salary and dictate 7 management of af- 
fairs. This condition degenerates the 
church into a social organization. It is very 
well for the rich to contribute but wealth 
should never rule in the Church of Christ.” 


NEW YORK, March 7.—Methodist min- 
isters of New York are discussing the Bi- 
ble, and many of them, as shown at the 
regular meeting yesterday, have gone so 
far as to applaud the declaration that ‘‘the 
inherency and the infallibility of the Bible 
are no longer possible of belief among rea- 
soning men.”’ 

This was the proposition set forward and 
argued by the Rev. G. Parker Cadman, 
pastor of the Metropolitan Temple. 

Four hundred of the leading preachers of 
New York and vicinity, including Bishop 
Andrews, were present when Mr. Cadman’s 
paper was read. He wus applauded when 
he rose to read it and applauded again 
when he had got through. 

When Mr. Cadman was half way through 
his argument it was necessary to pass a 
motion “tgp mewnees the rules in order that 
he might proceed. His auditors were so 
Cooply ng ee ~ eee that they readily 
voted that he finiso. 

The speaker referred to the Old Testa- 
ment, half of whose pages, he said, were 
of unknown authorship. The New Testa- 
ment likewise contained contradictions, 
The Bible, the church, the ministry, he said, 
were agencies. The true source of inspira- 
tion was neither a book nor a church nora 
ministry, but the living Christ himself. 

The Bible, he said, was compiled much as 
in any other book. It was written from the 
records and witnesses of the time. It had 
been impossible to determine the author- 
ship of much of the Old Testament. Half 
of its pages, said Mr. Cadman, were of un- 
known authorship. The same was in a 
measure true of the New Testament. Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke and John. differed in 
quoting words eaid to have been  pro- 
nounced by Christ upon ._ occasion, 

| passages were not ¢ 
Pavnen Meuther separated his followers 
from papacy he had turned from priests 
and priestly interpretations of the Bible 
to the Book itself.

But whatever the position the church took 
—whether it held that the Bible must be 
accepted as it stands, as the revealed truth, 
as the word of God, as compelling faith 
because it was the word of God; or 48 @ 
historical document, valuable and ineffably 
valuable, because of its real substance— 
the decision would never affect the faith 
of Christian men in the Holy Trisity 
God the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Ghost. 

When we come to know God, he _ con- 
cluded, it is no longer necessary to now 
him through any book; but the book then 
will become all the more precious for hav- 
ing been the means of our knowing God.

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AMEND THE POLICE BILL. 


If the House is wise it will before passing the police bill 
eliminate the objectionable features and so amend it that sub- 
stantial guarantees of honesty and economy in drawing upon 
the city treasury will be provided. The principal points to be 
gained are these: 

Limit. the increase of police in various branches to the num- 
bers designated in the bill. 

Limit the power of the Police Board to draw on the treasury, 
to the actual expense of maintaining the police force desig- 
nated in the bill, and guarantee it by provision for the audit- 
ing of all accounts by an official wholly independent of the 
Board. 

There are other points in which the bill should be amended. 
Non-partisanship management should be guaranteed, but in 
lieu of a system of appointment which will assure this, the 
amendments noted are imperative for the protection of the peo- 
ple of St. Louis from the possibility of loot.

Congressman Dockery, who is the best posted man in the 
country on the subject of appropriations, pointed out in yes- 
terday'’s Post-Dispatch that apart from war expenditures the 
late Congress was the most extravagant of all. 

Out of the tota! of $1,566,890,016.28, war expenses consumed 
$482,562,083.47, leaving for other purposes the sum of $1,084,327,- 
932.81. This is an excess of $39,747,658.94 over the appropriations 
of the famous “billion dollar Congress.’’ Contracts and obliga- 
tions provided for will require an additional $70,000,000. There 
will be a deficiency June 1-of not less than $150,000,000 and it 
is estimated that the coming year will show a deficiency of 
$100,090,000. 

Instead of economizing and reducing the ordinary expenses 
to lessen the burden of the country in war the late Congress 
piled up appropriations beyond the highest previous record. 

War expenses are not yet ended. We are in another war 
with indefinite possibilities of expenditures for army, navy and 
imperial administration of colonies. The outlook is somewhat 
appalling to taxpayers. We shall have to lick stamps for a 
long time to come and will probably have more stamps to 
lick.

FOUR STUDIES IN OMELETTES. 


Bread Omelet—Break six eggs, season 
them with pepper and salt, add a good 
tablespoonful of finely grated bread crumbs 
and beat the whole together. Cook like 
a plain omelet. 

Omelet aux Fines Herbes—This is precise- 
ly the same Fe t plain omelet, with 
the addition ofjfinely chopped thyme, pars- 
ley, marjoram, pepper and salt. 

Veal Omelet—Mince or cut the veal into 
small pieces, season with salt, pepper, 
chopped parsley or onion and stew with a 
little gravy from the joint. Make a plain 
omelet and fold in the mixture. 

Omelet Souffle—Break six eggs and sep- 
arate the whites from the yolks. Add to 
the latter some sifted sugar flavored_with 
lemon peel and beat thoroughly. Whisk 
the whites, add to the yolks and whisk 
again until the mixture froths. Melt a 
little buttér in the omelet pan and place 
it over a slow fire. Pour in the mixture 
and gently shake the pan until the top of 
the omelet falls to the bottom. When the 
butter is dried up fold the omelet on a 
buttered dish and sift a little sugar on 
top.

KEEPING OUT OF CHINA. 


This Government Will Not Take Part 


in Partition Movement. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON. March 7.—It is stated on 
the highest authority at the State Depart- 
ment that this Government remains wholly 
indifferent to the proposition to partition 
China. The Untted States will neither en- 
eourage such a move nor seek to prevent 
it. At this moment State Department of- 
ficials do not regard the rumor seriously, 
believing it to be founded upon the demand 
made by Italy for a coaling station at 5an 
Mun Bay. : 

Only one motive could induce the Gov- 
ernment to change this policy—desire to 
protect our enormously valuable commerce 
with China from danger of being com- 
pletely cut off by the gradual extension of 
the leaseholds of HFuropean nations over 
the whole coast. As long as our trade is 
let alone or at least allowed fair opportu- 
nity for development and is not made the 
subject of discrimination, so long will the 
United States Government refrain from any 
interference in Chinese affairs. 

The occupation of available ports along 

the Asiatic East coast has gone to such 
length that most of the desirable harbors 
are now in the hands of foreign Govern- 
ments. England is in possession of Wel 
Hai Wel, Hong Kong and Singapore; the 
Russians of Port Arthur; the French of 
Annam and Tonquin, and the Germans ol 
Kaio-Chau. Shanghai ts controlled by va- 
rious treaty nations, which have advan- 
tages in occupation over the Chinese Gov- 
ernment itself. At Shanghai the United 
States have their only direct interest, be- 
ing one of the treaty powers, 
Of the large ports remaining there are 
only Swatow, Foo Chow and Ning Po 
actually in control of the Chinese Govern- 
ment.
